TECHNICAL FIELD: 

This Invention relates to an Illuminating apparatus 
adapted to Illuminate object members by using a light guide 
member * 

BACKGROUND ART: 

The related art Illuminating apparatuses Include, for 
example. Illuminating apparatuses shown in Figs. 10 to 12. 

The Illuminating apparatus shown In Fig. 10 Is provided 
with a pointer 52 adapted to be turned around a rotary shaft 
51, a dial 53 constituting a display member positioned at the 
rear side (lower side In the drawing) of this pointer 52 and 
transmission illuminated, a hard circuit board 54 positioned 
at the rear side (lower side in the drawing) of this dial 53 
and formed of a glass epoxy resin, light -emitting diodes 55, 
56 provided on this circuit board 54 and serving as light 
sources for illuminating the pointer 52 and dial 53 
respectively, a cylindrical partition 57 defining regions to 
be illuminated by the light-emitting diodes 55 , 56 respectively, 
and a meter body 58 fixed to the rear side (lower side in the 
drawing) of the circuit board 54 and adapted to turn the rotary 
shaft 51. 

In the pointer 52, an indicating member 59 and a pointer 
base portion 60 fixed to the rotary shaft 51 are formed in one 
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
